Chemainus, Nov. 5.—Two men were 
killed near Millar Creek this morning 
through locomotive No. 6 , drawing 
eight loaded cars on the logging rail¬ 
way owned by the Victoria Lumber 
Manufacturing Company, running away 
down a steep grade. The accident oc¬ 
curred shortly after eight o'clock this 
morning when the. train was coming 
here from No. 6 camp. 

Through some unaccountable reason 
the locomotive ran away while on the 
steep grade near Millar Creek and 
rushed along, impelled by the heavy 
weight of the loaded cars, for three 
miles, when the locomotive broke down 
and the cars turned over. As soon as I 
the train crew realised their danger 
they Jumped, but Lem White, the en¬ 
gineer, and Frank Astrey. book-keeper, 
at No. 6 camp, were killed. 

The former was thrown head fore¬ 
most against a stump and killed In¬ 
stantly. ^rhlle Astrey failed to get clear 
of the plunging cars and rolled beneath 
the wheels, meeting a horrible death, i 
All the cars were wrecked and the 
locomotive was badly damaged. 

The-remains of the unfortunate men 
have been brought here. Astrey is 
■well known In Victoria, while White’s 
famll> reside at Mount Pleasant, Van¬ 
couver.

the first Ave years and the assess¬ 
ments for the next five be met by the 
property owners. 

The creosoted blocks will be used, the 
paving extending from Johnson street, 
to Courtenay street. 

Fell suggested that Fort, street 
should also be included in the resolu¬ 
tion as it would soon be tn as bad 
shape os Government street. 

Aid. Verrinder did not thlttk It should 
be included In the same by-law as the 
situation was different, the Fort street 
blocks having practically lived out

Heads of Toronto Institutions Deny 
Report That Necessary Funds

heads of two of the largest banks in 
Toronto deny the reports to the ef¬ 
fect that crops cannot be moved be¬ 
cause banks are unable to advance the 
usual and'necessary funds to the grain 
dealers. 

D. R. Wilkie, of the Imperial Bank, 
says there is not a farmer in the West 
who wanted to market his crop who 
is unable to get cash for it. 

A. Bogert, general manager of the 
Dominion Bank, is doing everything 
possible to expedite the marketing of

There Is promise growing of a more 
active spirit of enterprise being intro¬ 
duced into the coal mining Industry of 
Vancouver Island In the next few 
months. 

It Is expected that the first shipments 
from the Fiddlck’s Farm property, 
south of Wellington, recently acquired 
by a local company, will be made next 
week. A spur from the E. A N. rail¬ 
way is being built into the mine, and, 

It is said, will be completed in a few 
days. When this work Is done the com¬ 
pany will be able to load cars right at 
the mine and‘ship Into Victoria and 
other parts of the Island. 

The opening up of another big pro¬ 
perty at Suquash river is also in pros¬ 
pect. For some months past prospect¬ 
ing operations have been quietly going 
tm there to determine the nature and 
extent of the deposits, and as a result 
of these preliminary Investigations, 
which have Involved an expenditure of 
about 325,000. active mining will be 
commenced early In the spring. In this 
enterprise John Arbuthnot and others 
are Interested. 

Like others of the coal deposits of 
Vancouver Island, this latter property 
Is one of the early discoveries which 
has lain dormant awaiting the develop¬ 
ment of markets and the advent of 
mining enterprise. Coal was found 
there as early as 1885, and considerable 
qaantlties of the material were taken 
from some of the measures and used, 
with most satisfactory results, by 
steamers plying on the coast in years’ 
past. Among the vessels which were 
coaled from the Suquash measures was 
H. M. 8. Sparrow hawk, which wa« on 
this station in 1868. and the Hudson’s 
Bay steamer Otter, engaged In service 
with the northern posts of the com¬ 
pany during the same period. These 
deposits were forsaken after the open¬ 
ing up of the Nanaimo coal deposits, 
as these latter mines were in close 
touch with the only available market 
of those day* In Victoria city. 

The boring* which have been made 
on this property during the past few 
months have disclosed the existence of 
a very large body of excellent coal, and 
the chances are that this property will 
develop Into one of the most important 
mines In the province. 

The property Is located close to tide¬ 
water, and will have the very best 
shipping facilities, either on Beaver 
harbor, on which a portion of the land 
fronts, or at Port McNeil, which offers 
safe anchorage for vessels, a few miles 
south. It is on the east coast, well up 
toward the north end of the Island. 
The sinking of a shaft on the Suquash 
seam will be begun in April or May 
next. 

WHITE SLAVE TRAFFIC. 

Missionary’s Story of Twelve-Year-Dld 
Girl Who Was Beaten to 
Death In Den. 

Battle Creek. Mich.. Nov. 5.—That 
girls are being stolen from their Ameri¬ 
can homes and sent to Panama for 
Immoral purposes was the statement 
made at the National Purity Congress 
here yesterday by Rose • Johnson, a 
missionary, who has spent several years 
in Colon, where she established a 
boarding home for American boys. 

Miss Johnson told of a 12-year-old 
girl she had attempted to rescue In 
Colon, *ho told her she had been en¬ 
ticed from 125th street. New York, by 
a strange woman. Miss Johnson said 
in her statement she was attacked in 
her efforts to get the girl out of a den. 
and later received word the girl had 
been beaten to death. Miss Johnson 
has also done rescue work In Alex¬ 
andria, and she stated she rescued one 
girl who had been shipped as a white 
slave from Toronto to Chicago, then to 
New York, then to Paris, and then to 
Egypt. She said that drinking and 
gambling conditions appeared to her 
wdrte in Colon .than at Port 8aid. 

STENOGRAPHERS’ STRIKE. 

When Court Jn Npya Scotia Meets

Halifax. Nov. K—The latest Indus* 
trial Strike in Nova Beotia is that of 
the court stenographers. There ara 
five of them, and they reftf*© to work 
any longer unless the government 
cornea to terms with them. The statute 
fixes their pay at 310 a day, but the 
government declined to pay them for 
the time spent in travelling on their 
route. If the stenographer takes a 
whole day to get to a place mod the 
whole day to get back, he is flowed 
only for the day that he has spent In 
oaurt. The stenographer* woh’t put up 
with this, and the opening gun,will ba 
fired before Judge Mhpgher to-day. 
When the court convenes here there 
will be no stenographer* to take down 
the proceedings.

Fletcher, post office Inspector, 
returned last night from an official visit 
to the Bella Coola valley, where a new 
post office was put In operation undsr the 
name of "Sloan." and another st Ana- 
ham Lake, about 70 miles eastward to¬ 
wards the Chllcotin district. The former 
office will be nupplled with malls semi¬ 
monthly and tho latter monthly from 
Hsgensburg. 

There are now eight families supplied 
In the vicinity of Sloan and the number 
Is gradually Increasing.' 

The Bella Coola valley was settled In 
1894 by Norwegians. 40 families having 
been allotted land in the valley by the 
provincial government at that date, and 
since then the number of settlers has In¬ 
creased to nearly 18b. and within the past 
two years 28 per cent, more land has been 
cleared. Improved and placed under crop. 
The Inspector’s visit extended to Observa¬ 
tory Inlet, where the Hidden Creek Min¬ 
ing Company Is carrying on operations at 
Goose Bay, Port Slmspon. 8wan*on Bay 
and Hartley Bay. at all of which places 
A marked improvement was noticed la 
the industries carried on at each.

The association of this celebrated Am¬ 
erican playwright’s name with a Llebler 
and Company production promises more 
than "The Girl Who Hae Everything” 
gives. The construction of the play, upon 
a somewhat dramatic theme, appears 
very faulty. Through the four acts there 
are haphazard touches of comedy, drama, 
tragedy and melodrama, all ralso notes 
v hen compared with the even tenor of 
the plot.

DIABOLO IS HERE. 

Dl&bolo, Dlabolo, what is Dlabolo? 
That is what everybody is asking. The 
people of France are dlabolo wild, and 
the English people are catching the 
erase. A late number of the Sphere 
has a picture of the King of Spain 
playing the game, surrounded by his 
courtiers. It la an old game revived, 
but is none the less Interesting. 

Dr. J. Gibbs, who has just returned 
from a trip to Europe, has the honor 
of being the first to Introduce the game 
Into Victoria. He brought home a set 
which he has presented to his little 
nephew, Eric Drury. Eric was up at 
break of day this morning practicing 
the game, so It may be said to have 
already taken a hold In this city. 

The dlabolo Is a double-headed top. 
The oqe brought in by Dr. Gibbs Is 
made of tin, but celluloid Is often tak¬ 
ing the place of metal.

ORIGIN OF OCEANS. 


To the current number of the Quar¬ 
terly Joui?ial of the Geological So¬ 
ciety of London, now celebrating its 
centenary, Mr. R. D. Oldham, F. G. 8., 
contributes a paper entitled “The Ori¬ 
gin of the Oceana" Oceana are, of 
course, depressions In the earth’s crust, 
just as mountains are elevations upon 
It; but what Is the character-of these 
correlated phenomena Is not quite 
clear. No theory of elevation in the 
one case or of depression In tne other 
Is quite satisfactory. Mr. Oldham, 
who Is well known as a seismologist, 
says: "The origin of the great ocean 
basins has been the subject of many 
speculations, more or less plausible, 
but none convincing, for the reason 
that we have no knowledge whether 
these depressions are mere surface phe¬ 
nomena. or whether they are accom¬ 
panied by and related to differences In 
the constitution- of the Interior of the 
earth beneath them." As a contri¬ 
bution to the study Mr. Oldham con¬ 
siders the rate of transmission of 
earthquake waves, taking for special 
treatment those of the two grest 
shocks of the Californian and Colom¬ 
bian earthquakes of last year. These 
were world-shaking events, and the 
earth-waves they produced were accur¬ 
ately recorded at various selsmologlcal 
stations Mr. Oldham takes those of 
Bidston. Shlde, Leipzig, Strassburg, 
Laibach. Quarto, and Catania. Now. 
it Is curious that the earth vibrations 
from the two centres took different 
routes. From San Francisco the wave- 
paths ran under the continent of North 
America, crossing the North Atlantic, 
not far south of Iceland, and ap¬ 
proached European observatories from 
the Northwest. Practically these were 
continental, or In the shallow wf^era of 
the continental shelf. On the other 
hand, the waves of vibration from 
Colombia cAme through the earth’s 
crust under the deepest part of the 
North Atlantic. Comparing the times 
of transmission. Mr. Oldham finds 
those from Colombia distinctly slower 
than those from San Francisco, these 
w'ave-motions being now matters of 
very exact calculation. The speed at 
which these waves travel Increases 
with the depth below the surface.

Mr. Brown would rather favor the 
players of this provlftce Joining the 
Federation of Amateurs of America, an 
association with a broader view point, 
that does not put a man in the profes¬ 
sional class Just because he plays 
against a professional, but only if he 
receives money for his services In the 
same. This seems to be the correct 
view point, and In the Interests of Bri¬ 
tish Columbia sport it would be advis¬ 
able to break away from all narrow¬ 
mindedness. 

8hould a section of the players of this 
province decide to bar professionals 
from playing agailst them it would 
mean the complete disorganisation of 
sport In this province. There Is not 
room for two sections of the sporting 
community who will have nothing to 
do with each other. Even when the 
forces are combined the population of 
the province is Small enough to make 
it at times difficult to arrange for good 
games, both In Inter-city leagues and 
In other organisations. If the province 
is divided Into professionals and ama¬ 
teurs who pass each other on the oppo¬ 
site side of Ihe street it means death to 
sport In British Colmbla. 

Mr. Brown cites the English leagues 
that allow amateurs to compete with 
professionals without endangorlng their 
amateur standing, and thinks the rule 
should be followed in this province. 

W. Gardiner Findlay, of the Y. M. C. 
A., thinks the formation of a British 
Columbia Association would be a decid¬ 
ed advantage. ' If this were formed 
those already professional lied would 
start again with a clean sheet, and a 
provincial executive would deal with 
the matter of professionalism. The 
matter was not discussed at any length 
at Vancouver on account of the small¬ 
ness of the attendance.

conduct In Issuing the proclamation of 
pains and penalties to be Imposed on 
the rebels were shared by the Queen. 

Writing on January 14th, IMG, Lord 
Melbourne Informed her Majesty that 
Lord Durhkm, before accepting the of¬ 
fice of Governor-General, desired her to 
express her wish, or, rather, a* he 
phrased It, v lay upon him your hands 
that she should undertake this duty."

On August 10th, 1838, Lord Mel¬ 
bourne acquainted her Majesty of the 
vote of censure upon Lord Durham's 
conduct, which he described as "most 
rash and Indiscreet, and, at far as we 
can see, unaccountable." "But." he 
added, "to censure him now would 
either be to cause his resignation, 
which would produce great embarrass¬ 
ment, and might produce great evil, or 
to weaken his authority, which Is, evi¬ 
dently, most undesirable." 

Queen’s Disapprobation. 

On the same day Lord Melbourne in¬ 
formed the Queen that the cabinet had 
decided to take "thft absolutely nscs» 
sary, but very disagreeable," course of 
advising the disallowance of Lord Dur¬ 
ham's ordinance. 

Two months later, on November 11th 
1838. Lord Melbourne called the atten¬ 
tion of the Queen to the apprehension 
of danger In Canada, and expressed the 
.conviction that Lord Durham "exag¬ 
gerates the peril In older to give greater 
eclat to his own departure." 

The Quoen’s disapproval of Lord Dur¬ 
ham's proclamation Is hinted at In a 
letter from Lord Melbourne stating that 
tho Governor-General was "calm, but 
much hurt, and vexed at the last dis¬ 
patch, which expressed your Majesty's 
disapprobation of his oonduct In Issuing 
the proclamation." * 

Unsuitable Governor-General. 

Lord Durham was not the only Gov¬ 
ernor-General, however, 
the Queen’s disfavor.

er behind the throne" have never been 
more vividly revealed than they are In 
the "Letters of Queen Victoria," edited 
by Arthur Christopher Jenson and Vis¬ 
count Esher, and published'In three 
volumes by John Murray, London. 
Though the editors are careful to ex¬ 
plain that their aim was rather to Il¬ 
lustrate the development of the Queen’s 
character and disposition than to turn 
the searchlight upon the political aspect 
of her reign, It Is from their revelation 
of the Queen as a politician that the 
letters derive their chief value and In¬ 
terest. "Superb In standing sentry over 
the business of the Empire," war the 
description once applied to Victoria, 
and though John Morley, In hifc "Life of 
Gladstone," brugquely dismisses it as 
"obsequious phrasemaking" there is 
abundant and striking evidence In these 
volumes that the Queen was much more 
than a mere Intelligent observer of po¬ 
litical events, more even than a non¬ 
resisting force in politics. Whether, as 
has been said, a politician "by the ne¬ 
cessity of her situation," or by Inclina¬ 
tion, the fact Is clearly demonstrated 
that she "played the game" with a xeal 
and assertiveness, not to say oombat- 
Iveness, that had far-reaching effects. 

Censor of Ministers. 

Exceedingly tenacious of her rights, 
and quick to respect what she conceived 
to be disrespectful conduct or injudi¬ 
cious administration, the Queen stands 
forth In these pages as a rigid censor 
of her ministers, whom she regarded 
as servants, and many a sharp rap over 
the knuckles she seems to have admin¬ 
istered to some of the distinguished 
statesmen who were her advisers. She 
was not always right In her judgment, 
and somewhat hasty In her estimates 
of public men, but, on- the other hand, 
history has proved that often she was 
rignt when her ministers were wrong, 
and the general Impression left on the 
mind after a perusal of the letters Is 
that of a fruitful example of duty Mud 
affection and energy, eminently calcu¬ 
lated, in the words of the editors, to 
"deepen the personal devotion of the 
Empire to the memory of that great 
Queen, who ruled It so wisely and so 
long, and Its deeply-rooted attachment 
to the principle of constitutional mon-' 
archy." 

Canadian Sidelights. 

For Canadians the letters have an In¬ 
terest apart from their general bearing 
upon the character and disposition of 
the Queen, and their glimpse of the 
Inner history of great political move¬ 
ments.

welfare of the provinces, and the main¬ 
tenance of proper relations with the 
mother country- The Queen, therefore, 
Is most anxious that In the appoint¬ 
ment of a new Governor-General (tor 
which post she thinks Lord E&n very 
well qualified) regard should be had to 
securing the uninterrupted development 
of Lord Metcalfe's views. The Queen 
thdught It the more her duty to make 
you acquainted with her sentiments up¬ 
on this subject because she thinks that 
additional danger arises from the Im¬ 
pressions which the different political 
parties In Canada try to produce upon 
the home government and the Imperial 
parliament, and from their desire to 
mix up Canadian party politics with 
general English party politics." 

The Seat of Government. 

The letters are silent as to the selec¬ 
tion of Ottawa as the capital of the 
Dominion, but fifteen years antecedent 
to that event there Is a communication 
from the Queen to Lord Stanley ap¬ 
proving of Montreal as the seat of gov¬ 
ernment. In that letter the Queen 
writes: "This question can In no way 
be settled without giving uffence to one 
part of the country. The Queen, how¬ 
ever, hopes that the fixing upon Mon¬ 
treal as the seat of government will 
hereafter be considered as fair by Im¬ 
partial minds." 

To the present King’s visit to Canada 
In I860 the correspondence makes only 
passing reference. In a letter to the 
Queen the King of the Belgians writes: 
"Bertie has then set out on his Inter¬ 
esting journey, whloh. though not with¬ 
out fatigue, will be full of information 
and satisfaction for his young mind."

Robert Peel, dated September 9th, 1841, 
she wrote: "The Queen cannot refrain 
from saying that she cannot quite ap¬ 
prove of Sir Charles Bagot’s appoint¬ 
ment. as from what she hears of hts 
qualities she does not think U>at they 
are of a character quite to suit In the 
arduous and difficult position tn which 
he *111 be placed. At the same time 
the Queen does not mean to object to 
hl« appointment (for she has already 
approved of It), but she feels It her 
duty to state frankly and at all times 
her opinion, as she begs Sir Robert also 
to do unreservedly to her. 

Queen on Her Dignity. 

"For the future It appears to the 
Queen that It would be best In all ap¬ 
pointments of such Importance that 
before a direct communication was en¬ 
tered into with the individual Intended 
to be proposed that the Queen should 
be Informed of It so thaa rtie might talk 
to her ministers fully about Iti not be¬ 
cause it is likely that shir would object 
to the appointment, blit merely that 
she might have time to be acquainted 
with the qualities and abilities of the 
person.” 

Lord Melbourne, replying to this 
frank communication, agrees with the 
Queen, but suggests that Sir Charles 
might rise to the occaalqn. "The gov- j 
ernment of such a country at aueh a 
moment," he says, "requires a roan of 
great abilities, a man experienced and 
practical In the management of popular 
assemblies. 

Good Enough for Canada. 

"It Is possible that matters may go 
smoothly there, and that If difficulties 
do arise 81r Charles Bagot may prove 
more equal to them'than from his gen¬ 
eral knowledge of his character Lord 
Melbourne would Judge him to be." 

Subsequently Lord Melbourne sug¬ 
gested that Sir H. Bui way (afterwards 
Lord Dalling) accompany Bagot to 
Canada. "Bulwer," he said, "will not 
be a bad choice to accompany 81 r 
Charles to Canada. He Is very clever, 
keen, active; somewhat bitter, caustic 
and rather suspicious. A man of mom 
straightforward character would have 
dons' better, but It WfiOM be easy to 
have found many who would have 
done worse." 

Metcalfe’s Service to Canada. 

Of Lord Metcalfe’s services as Gov¬ 
ernor-General of Canada the Queen ap¬ 
pears to have formed an estimate as 
high as that of Sir Charles Bagot’s ca¬ 
pabilities was depreciatory. Her letter 
to Sir Robert Peel upon Lord Metcalfe’s 
resignation says: "He will be an Im¬ 
mense loss, and the selection of a suc¬ 
cessor will be most difficult. The Queen 
hopes that there will not be too great 
a delay In making the new appoint¬ 
ment, as experience has shown that 
nothing was more detrimental to the 
good government of Canada than ihe 
last Interregnum after Sir Charles 
Bagot’s death. It strikes the Queen 
to be of the greatest importance that 
the Judicious system pursued by Lord 
Metcalfe after a long continuation of 
toll and adversities (only now just be¬ 
gun to show Its effect), should be fol¬ 
lowed up by his successor. The Queen 
knows nobody who would be as fit for 
the appointment as Lord Elgin." 

Canada a Source of Weakness. 

Btat while approving tha regime of 
Lord MetcaJfe, thet Queen appears to 
have regarded Canada’s political rela¬ 
tions with the Imperial parliament In a 
none too favorable light. In a letter 
to Earl Orey on August Ird, 184ft, the 
Prince Consort wrote: 

"The subject of the government of 
Canada Is one which the Queen has 
much at heart. Canada ha# been for a 
long time, and may probably still be 
for the future, a source of great weak¬ 
ness to this Empire, and a number of 
experiments have been tried. It was lit 
a very bad state before the union, con¬ 
tinuously embarrassing the home gov¬ 
ernment. and the union has by no 
means acted as a remedy. But it may 
be said almost to have increased the 
difficulties. The only thing that has 
hitherto proved beneficial was the pru¬ 
dent, consistent, and ftnpkrttal admin¬ 
istration of Lord Metcalfe.

ment of Canada Is one which the Queen 
has much at heart," wrote the Prince 
Consort sixty years ago, and the refer¬ 
ences In the published correspondence 
to Canadian affairs, though fragment¬ 
ary and not oVer-communicatlve, de¬ 
monstrate that the Queen kept a close 
eye upon her dominions beyond the 
seas, and throw Interesting sidelights 
on some of the situations which arose 
In Canada during the early part of her 
reign. 

Queen Named British Columbia 

For example, from a letter which she 
wrote on July 14th, 1868, two interest¬ 
ing points are made dear for the first 
time with reference to the naming of 
British Columbia — first, that France 
objected to the name of New Caledonia, 
and second, that the credit of suggest¬ 
ing the name of British Columbia be¬ 
longs t? the Queen. The leter Is as fol¬ 
lows: 

“The Queen has received Sir E. Bul¬ 
wer Lytton's letter. If the name of 
New Caledonia is objected to as being 
already borne by another colony or 
island claimed by the French, it may 
be better to give the new colony west 
of the Rocky Mountains another name. 
New Hanover, New Cornwall, and New 
Georgia appears from the maps to be 
tho names of subdivisions of that coun¬ 
try, and do not appear on all maps. 
The only name which is given to the 
whole territory In every map the Queen 
has consulted is 'Columbia.' But as 
there exists also a Columbia in South 
America and the cttlxens of the United 
States call their country also Colum¬ 
bia, at least In poetry, 'British Colum¬ 
bia* might be, in the Queen's opinion, 
the best name." 

Canadian Rebellion. 

Several references are made In the 
letters of the Queen and Lord Mel¬ 
bourne In 1837 to the insurrection In 
Canada, and these show that In the 
Melbourne cabinet there were serious 
differences of opinion as to the meas¬ 
ures that ought to be adopted, particu¬ 
larly in relation to the army. Lord 
Melbourne wrote that he was sorry to 
Inform your Majesty that there was a 
good deal of difference of opinion yes¬ 
terday in the cabinet upon the affairs 
of Canada. AH are of opinion that 
strong measures should be taken for 
the represession of the insurrection, bbt 
some, and particularly Lord Jlowlek. 
thltik that these measures of vigor 
shquld be accompanied by measure* of 
amendment and concllliatlon. 

The Queen replied, regretting that 
there had been and difference of opin¬ 
ion, and expressing the hope that some 
favorable arrangement would he come 
to. 

To this Lord Melbourne’s answer was 
that he would do bis- utmost to coui- 
pose the differences "respecting Can¬ 
ada and the army*" but that "your Ma¬ 
jesty must contemplate the possibility, 
not to say probability, of his not being 
able to succeed." 'It will not do," tils 
Lordship added, 'Tor the stfke of tem¬ 
porary accommodation, to sacrifice the 
honor of your ltajesty’s crown or tlfe 
Interest* of your Majesty’s subjects.’^/ 

On the following day Lord Melbourne 
ivfdte* that he had better hopes of .ptjhj 
duclng a general agreement upon CaQ-

Immediately made an examination and 
found it to be an old cleavage 400 feet 
long, now at Its widest part about 24 
Inches, tapering to six Inches at the 
face of the bluff at each end, with a 
depth ascertained by plumbing of 90 
feet. He pronounced It harmless. R. 
G. Drinnao, general superintendent, 
and James McEvoy. chief engineer and 
geologist, after a careful examination, 
were firmly of the same opinion, pro¬ 
nouncing it only a local settling of the 
rocks along an old line of cleavage— 
as old as the mountain Itself. 

"Mr. James D. Hurd, an eminent ex¬ 
pert from the Illinois coal fields, and a 
gentleman of wide experience, was ask¬ 
ed to come and make an examination 
and report, which he to-day did In con¬ 
junction with the company’s officials, 
and their report, which is unanimous. 
Is as follows: 

"‘Acting on Instructions we to-day 
examined the fissure In the mountain 
north of Coal Creek. It is simply a 
widening cut of one .of the old natural 
jointage places in the rocks. From its 
position, should any fragments ever be 
loosened they would fall Into ths val¬ 
leys or draws behind or to ths west of 
ths colliery, and not In ;lhe direction 
of Coal Creek town or plant, but in any 
case would not come a quarter of the 
way down the mountain side on ac¬ 
count of the slope at this point. But 
we do not anticipate that even small 
fragments will so break away.

Joseph Martin and W. W. B. Mdnnes 
May Address the Oriental

A business meeting of the Asiatic 
Exclusion League was held In the La¬ 
bor hall last night, the chair being oc¬ 
cupied by J. C. Watters, in the absence 
of Jphn Jardine, the president. 

Through a member of the executive 
the president reported that he had, 
during a recent trip to Vancouver, re¬ 
ceived a promise from Joseph Martin, 
K. C., and Hon. W. W. B. Mclnnes, to 
deliver addresses at the mass iheetlng 
to be held In the Victoria theatre If a 
suitable date could be fixed. 

In this connection it was pointed out 
that the cause of the league might be 
injured if the suggestion were created 
that It was lending Itself to party 
politics. A representative of the execu¬ 
tive replying to this pointed out that 
In seeking Mr. Martin's services they 
were actuated by a sincere opinion that 
he was specially capable of advancing 
the Interests of the league by stimulat¬ 
ing the public mind to the importance 
of the movement. 

After some discussion It was agreed 
that Invitations should be extended to 
Itomlnton and Provincial parliamentary 
representatives In Victoria to be pres¬ 
ent. 

It was decided to leave It to the 
executive to develop arrangemehts for 
the thpfttre meeting, and to fix a date 
tor the same. At the same time -it was 
given as the opinion of the meeting 
that the; gathering should be held as 
aoon as possible, and this will probably 
be some time next week.

The amendment to the public morals 
by-law which was adjourned at the 
last meeting of the city council was 
again considered at last evening's sit¬ 
ting. Considerable Interest was lent to 
the proceedings by the fact that the 
amendment was described in open 
meeting as having been Introduced 
purely for the purpose of affecting the 
election. Aid. Hall pressed to have the 
by-law put In shape so as to avoid 
danger of Its being declared of no use. 
He has several amendments to the by¬ 
law which he proposes to get In shape 
before the next meeting with the ob¬ 
ject of getting It Into working shape. 

His Worship acknowledged himself 
the father of the by-law last night, 
and Aid. Hanna expressed the view 
that It was not necessary to put It In 
shape to stand th* test of the courts 
as It was something Intended only for 
election purposes. 

Aid. Fell proposes to go to the ex¬ 
treme and prohibit gambling and bet¬ 
ting on the race track. His Worship 
could not accept the amendment last 
evening but wished the matter laid 
over. 

On the subject being Introduced last 
night. Aid. Fell said he had no objec¬ 
tion to the by-law passing Us second 
reading. He would propose some 
amendments In committee. 

The by-law thus passed its second 
reading and the council went into com¬ 
mittee. 

In committee Aid. Fell objected to 
the clause relative to the disposition 
of liquor In public parks, etc. He con¬ 
tended that k went, too far. The sec¬ 
tion would make It an offence to give 
a person a drink from a pocket flask 
in the parks. The objection was to the 
selling of Uquor and not to the giving 
away of a drink if such were done. He 
proposed to amend the by-law In that 
way. Introducing the following clause: 

From and after the passing of this, by¬ 
law no person shall soil, barter, exchange 
or give away spirituous or fermented 
liquors in or upon any public park, or 
lands or premises of the corporation, 
whether wlthli^ or without the munici¬ 
pality, and no tenant or occupier of lands 
or premises of the corporation, whqiker 
situate within or wtthout the municfpafity, 
shall bring, or permit or suffer IS be 
brought, any spirituous or fermented 
liquor* for sale, barter or exchange or 
atorap In or upon such lands or premises 
leased or occupied by him. whether by 
virtue of any license now cxisttng or here¬ 
after to be granted or other whatsoever.. 

His Worship said that tH4 Idea was 
to do away with an abuse which had 
been found to exist at New Westmin¬ 
ster fair, where the sale of liquor was 
not allowed, but where It was found 
that In order to avoid the rule liquor 
was given away on purchases of other 
articles being made. 

Aid. Gleason said this was the Ob¬ 
ject In view. 

Aid. Fell said that .under this by' 
law no Inmate of the city lock-up could 
obtain liquor even If a doctor ordered

Aid. Fell said: “So Your Worship Is 
In favor of betting at a horse race?” 

"I did not say eOi” returned His 
Worship. 

“But we are to infer so from what 
you said," added Aid. Fell. 

His Worship said he was not a bet¬ 
ting man. but he wanted this referred 
to the solicitor. 

Aid. Henderson thought the council 
should proceed cautiously. The city 
had purchased a Mic e course and 
clearly It was the fntention to allow 
horse racing. He thought the Idea 
was to allow the exhibition to be run 
In such a way as-to make It practi¬ 
cally self supporting. They must take 
the world as it was found. He did not 
favor anything against public morals 
but he did not favor putting restric¬ 
tion on the conduct of the fair which 
might result In making 1J Impossible to 
make It pay.

MADE NO CHANGE 
IN SCAVENGING 


A’d. Hanna Agreed to Have His 
Proposition Laid Over at 
Council Meeting 


J Aid. Hanna’s proposal to have the 
I city scavenging done by officials of the 
city and charged against the property 
will not be pushed forward now. It 
came up last night at the council meet¬ 
ing, but after discussion, Aid. Hanna 
withdrew his motion. 

Aid. Hanna's motion was as follows: 

“That the scavenging of household 
garbage as distinguished from traders' 
refuse, be, throughout the city, under¬ 
taken by the city, and divided into five 
or more areas, and that the cost of 
scavenging, including the salary of in¬ 
spector. be assessed by local assess¬ 
ment on each area, and that a by-law 
be forthwith prepared and submitted.” 

In support of this resolution Aid. 
Hanna said that he thought It was the 
best policy to pursue. It found favor 
In other cities. 

Aid. Fullerton said the subject had 
been gone Into during the absence of 
Aid. Hanna. It was estimated by the 
city engineer that It would cost $(.000 
to purchase horses, etc. This was felt 
to be too much for the city at the time. 
The council favored the scheme, but 
for lack of funds decided to lay It over. 
It was decided to fit up the scow now 
In use. He saw no use in passing a by¬ 
law while there was ho money. 

Aid. Hanna thought It would do no 
harm to pass the by-law. It would not 
come into effect at onoe. 

Aid. Henderson said another objec¬ 
tion raised to this system was that the 
city had not the power to create a 
monopoly in this matter of handling 
garbage. While the system seemed a 
good one, he thought the city would not 
have the power to take this work to 
Itself alone. 

In reply to a question on the point 
the city solicitor said the council had 
power to divide the city into districts 
for the purpose. 

Aid. Hanna agreed to lay the resolu¬ 
tion over, which was acted upon.
